Her host family, Jerry and Shirley Boyd reside in Westport, TN.’ The Boyds and her fellow students at Clarksburg have been extremely 
nice,’’ said Aigoul. She is very happy to be a “host sister’’ to a baby-boy at the Boyd home. 

Aigoul came to Clarksburg under the exchange program known as American International Student Exchange funded by foreign govern- 
ments and various international businesses. With other exchange students, she has visited Washington DC, Disney World, Huntsville, Ala- 
bama and several cities in Tennessee. 

Here at CHS Aigoul has taken courses in English, Economics, Psychology, American History, Home Economics, Algebra II, and Business 
Class. She has been elected as ‘Most studious” student by her fellow seniors. She is a member of FHA and Beta Club. She was a member 
of a HS Math team who competed at UTM. 

Aigoul finds the subjects to be easier here than at home. At her home school, the teachers move from classroom to classroom instead 
of the students moving. She also noted that students do not have individual lockers at her home school. 

During her experiences, Aigoul has noticed many differences from her native land. She has developed a liking for country music. She 
has been introduced to such culinary delights as pizza, breafast cereals, peanut butter, and the fascination of fast food restaurants. Aigoul 
will leave Clarksburg to retum home on May 25th. Her immediate plans will include a move to the capital city of her home province. Her fa- 
ther will be working directly with the President there. She plans to attend college and work towards becoming a diplomat and translator. 
She hopes that a future retum trip to the USA will be a reality someday soon. 

Aigoul thanks everyone who helped her during this difficult, but rewarding year. She appreciates, host family and and her teachers for 
their understanding and patience. She will miss all her new friends and this fascinating new land. :
